Nasser’s Conditions 


GYPT’S plan for opera- 

ting the Suez Canal will 
arouse little surprise, For 
weeks now during the pro- 
tracted = negotiations — in 
Cairo there hus beon no in- 
dieation that the Egyptians 
were prepared to alter sub- 
stantially their proposals 
for self-control of the 
Canal. Today's news reveals 
uppurent small concessions 
to the West but the vital 
provision of — the six 
principles which the West 
has always demanded as 
basis of settlement—name- 
jy the insulation of the 
Canal from polities—is en- 
tirely ignored, 

As fur as Israel is concerned, 
it is still barred from the 
Canal, The fuct that it 
would not in any event be a 
major user cannot be 
accepted us an excuse for 
tolerating a prinelple which 
gives Isyypt the right to ex- 
clude whichever country it 
wants, 

This is the most serious flaw. 
It ig argued that the 1888 
convention should be re- 
Placed by a better, fool- 
proof document which could 
embody some of the 
principles enunciated in 
the Egyptian plan, now, in- 
cldentally, lodged with the 
UN with the request that 
it be “received und reyis- 
tered ag an international 
document”.

Amman, Apr. 24. 

Semi-official reports here 
tonight said that the gov- 
ernment of Dr Hussein 
Khalidi has resigned after 
nine days in ‘office, and 
martial law will be im- 
posed over Jordan to- 
morrow. 

Amman radio announced 
that an official statement 
would be issued later to- 
night.

American officials working on™ re-| :

first allocation within a week. 

That will signal the actual start of a $25,000,000 |’
